WASHINGTON — The re- 
tired pay recomputation bill 
is expected to go to Congress 
before the inauguration of 
President-elect Kennedy on 
20 January, Defense spokes- 
men told Army Times that 
this will be the major pre- 
inauguration legislation going 
to Congress. There will be 
other bills they said, but de- 
clined to specify which ones, 

Meanwhile, it has been learned 
that other legislative proposals 
are being prepared in hopes that 
they can be presented during the 
next Congress. These are proposals 
which will affect personnel in all 
services. They include: 

® Isolated station or overseas 
reassignment home leave at gov- 
ernment expense. 

@ Trailer allowance increases 
and changes in the method of pay- 
ment for moving trailers. 

® Ending the situation by which 
some service personnel have had 
to pay their own travel because 
their orders were changed while 
they were taking a delay-en-route 
leave between stations.

® ‘Buy American’ Exceptions Asked 


PRACTICALLY every overseas command has sent in requests for 
exceptions to the Buy American policy for post exchanges, ex- 
change officials said this week. 

Apparently concerned about the prospective profit loss if all 
foreign-made goods are taken off exchange shelves, commands have 
asked for a broader interpretation of the policy, officials said. 

The requests have mostly concentrated on two possibilities: 

® Commands want to continue to buy and sell exchange items 
which are produced in the country in which they are located. 

@ They want to keep selling foreign products which cost much 
less than U.S.-made items. 

The Defense Department directive covering the Buy American 
policy stated that exceptions will be made only under “the personal 
authorization of the Secretary or Deputy Secretary of Defense.” 

Brig. Gen. Ray J. Laux, head of the A&AFES, recently outlined 
ways exchanges may lessen the impact of the Buy American policy 
on their sales v iume and earning capacity. In his latest newsletter, 
Laux said his suggestions could be applied world-wide and not only 
to overseas exchanges. 


® Eskimos Want Seat Belts 


Eskimo scouts fly so often that when they do ride in trains they 

sometimes insist upon having seat belts strapped around them 
like they do in dog sleds and airplanes. Col. Charles J. Parsons Jr., 
reporting on a recent inspection in Alaska, recalled the problem of 
several Eskimo National Guardsmen who were traveling from northern 
Alaska to southern Alaska to participate in field training. 

The first part of the journey was made by airplane, so the 
Eskimos had no problems finding seat belts. But for the last lap, 
which was made by train, the Eskimos wouldn’t board until they 
were assured that they would be all right and wouldn’t need a belt. 

Parsons, assigned as an attache with the U.S. Army in Ottawa, 
Canada, noted that the only prior travel of the Eskimos “had been 
performed by dog sled or airplane.” 





® Number of Unemployed Increases 


HE number of cold war ex-servicemen 6n the unemployment com- 
pensation rolls continued to increase during the week ending 

10 December, bringing the number of beneficiaries to a new high 

for December. | 
The 10 December jobless figure increased 3300 to 67,100. How- 

ever, initial claims for jobless pay—an indicator of future compensa- 

tion under the ex-servicemen’s compensation program—declined 200 

to 8600. 
Last December, during the same period, the number of unem- 

ployed ex-servicemen on cOmpensation rolls was 50,900. Though initial 

claim figures were down this week, the prospects—based on records 

of previous years—are for even higher unemployment in January and 

February. 








® Military Manpower Decreases 


(TOTAL numerical strength of the armed forces on 30 November, 
1960, based on preliminary reports, was 2,498,809. This represents 
a decrease of 2121 from the October combined strength of 2,500,930. 
Army strength on 30 November was 877,938. At the end of 
October it was 881, 115.

The court has overturned the 
conviction of Air Force airman 
first class Richard G. Manausa, who 
had been accused of opening four 
letters sent to his sergeant. The 
sergeant had given Manausa writ- 
ten permission to pick up the per- 
sonal mail. 

The court held that the letters 
moved out of the postal stream, 
which is protected by law, when 
Manasusa picked them up. How- 
ever, he was held guilty of 
larceny of money from a fifth 
letter which had been booby- 
trapped with detection powder. 


It was well known, the opinion 
by Judge George W. Latimer said, 
that the sergeant got money in his 
mail. And the fact that Manausa 
got the letters which were never 
delivered to the sergeant or re- 
turned to the sender was enough 
to convict Manausa, 

However, he was actually the 
agent of the sergeant, not a mail 
man, so when he got the letters 
from the mail room, this was 
equal to actual delivery to the ad- 
dressee. This removed “them from 
mail channels and the protection 
accorded it.” 

Judge Homer Ferguson agreed 
with Latimer, but Chief Judge 
Robert E. Quinn dissented. He felt 
that Manausa was no longer the 
agent of the sergeant once he be- 
gan opening the letters. If the 
sergeant had known what was hap- 
pening, he would have refused to 
let Manausa continue getting the 
mail.

ANOTHER CASE drew a sharp 
dissent from Ferguson. This one 
involved the member of a _ unit 
security patrol] team, Army PFC 
Edsel R. Ford, who was convicted 
of stealing two typewriters in co- 
operation with other soldiers. 

Ford and his team member found 
a warehouse door broken open. | 
They didn’t report it to their head 
quarters. Instead they met a post 
patrol team and told them of it. 

The post team went to the 
warehouse and removed the type- 
writers, while Ford sat in his 
jeep. They went elsewhere to 
divide up the loot, which Ford 
refused. 

The majority opinion by Quinn 
said that an earlier case had held | 
mere presence at the scene of the} 
crime wasn’t enough to convict. 
Instead the accused man has to 
do some act showing he is part 
of the crime. 

However, Quinn wrote that Ford 
“was no mere witness to the 
crime.” He led them to the ware- 
house, let them enter, failed to 
report the breaking and drove with 
them to another area to dispose 
of the loot. 

Ferguson said the earlier case 
should rule — “I am of the view 
that what constituted good law 
in August is yet valid in Decem- 
ber.” In fact, he continued, the gov- 
ernment “concedes that (Ford) 
knew nothing of the theft until 
the actual perpetrators completed 
the removal of the typewriters 
from the warehouse .. .”

Thule Yule 
Tree Is 
Unusual 


CAMP WOLTERS; Tex.—Green- 
land, where no trees grow, had a 
gigantic Christmas “tree” this year, 
thanks to the ingenuity of U.S. 
servicemen stationed at Thule Air 
Base, 600 miles from the North 
Pole. 

An Army missile captain here 
who spent last Christmas in Thule, 
site of the northernmost Nike- 
Hercules battalion, learned re- 
cently that a 35-foot Christmas 
“tree” was being erected there. 

The “tree” was made of scrap 
iron and sheet metal. 

Capt. James J. Frangie of the 
64th Air Defense Artillery Group, 
who returned from Greenland 
early this year, said he was curious 
as to how the feat was accom- 
plished in the permafrost during 
the winter-long night, until he read 
a report from the site. 

“They simply blasted a hole in 
ground, filled it with water, 
plopped in the base of the ‘tree’ 
and let it freeze there,” according 
to the report.

THULE’S “TREE” was probably 
unmatched anywhere in the world. 

The holiday centerpiece, which 
stood second in prominence only 
to the towering Ballistic Missile 
Early Warning System radars 
(about the size of a football field), 
shone and sparkled. But it had no 
strings of colored lights nor glitter- 
ing baubles that customarily adorn 
Christmas trees. 

In fact, there was not even one 
piece of wood or one pine needle 
in the entire structure. 

The men who assembled the 
“tree” added an icy sparkle to the 
creation by spraying it with water 
and allowing the frigid tempera- 
ture to take its natural course. 

“The temperature up there 
about now,” Capt. Frangie said, “is 
only about 25 degrees below, that 
is when the ‘phase’ winds: are not 
blowing. If those ‘phase’ winds 
start up, nobody can survive out 
of doors for more than a minute.” 

“Phase winds” he explained, 
“are knife-edged winds that race 
across the icecap at velocities in 
excess of 120 knots, scraping snow 
off the top of the icecap and blow- 
ing in horizontally across the base 
like so many miniature bullets.”

Virginia Resists Army Plan 
To Destroy Monroe Pier

NEWPORT NEWS, Va. — Op- 
position to the Army’s decision 
to tear down the Old Point Com- 
fort wharf at Fort Monroe, Va., 
got a strong assist from the staff 
of Virginia recently, with the 
state attorney general filing suit in 
federal court asking that the Army 
be restrained from demolishing the 
old pier. 

The motion made by Attorney 
General Albertis S. Harrison Jr., 
became part of the suit instituted 
on 28 November by 21 Virginians, 
claiming that demolition of the 
wharf was contrary to the guaran- 
tee of fishing rights given the 
citizens of Virginia in the law of 
1821 ceding the land to the govern- 
ment. 

In the initial suit, filed against 
the United States government, the 
21 Virginians also asked that the 
98-year-old pier be restored to its 
original condition. The suit does 
not demand the restoration and 
retention of the old passenger sta- 
tion, only the pier. 

The Army’s reply in each in- 
stance has been that it is entirely 
within its rights to tear down the 
old pier and that the building of 
a seawall at the old pier’s location, 
allowing for civilian fishing privi-

MEANWHILE engineer troops 
from Fort Meade, Md., continue 
tearing down the old landmark. 
With a large portion of the decking 
torn up, the engineers recently 
started tearing down the old pass- 
enger and freight station located 
in the middle of the pier. 

Spearheading the opposition 
against the Army have been the 
Groome Brothers, Nelson S. and 
Henry S., concessioniers on the 
dock. They have been supported 
by local and state government of- 
ficials, and the Hampton Roads 
Maritime Association. 

Harrison’s. office filed the suit 
following receipt of a message 
from Assistant Secretary of the 
Army Dewey Short in reply to 
his letter of inquiry. 

Short stated, “You may be as- 
sured that the restrictions imposed 
by the act of 1821 were given care- 
ful consideration before the deci- 
sion was made to demolish the 
wharf. It was concluded that there 
was nothing in the language... 
which imposed a legal bar to its 
disposal.

WASHINGTON — Development of a new process by 
which the cost of an eight-inch steel artillery shell has been 
substantially reduced was announced by the Army last 


week, 
Unfinished steel is used, and it 
costs $19 per ton less than 


premium steel formerly used. 
Potential savings will amount to 
a million dollars a year in peace- 
time and savings could run to many 
millions of dollars in event of gen- 
eral war, according to Army 
Ordnance. 

Lt. Gen. J. H. Hinrichs, Chief of 
Ordnance, called it the most 
significant advance in shell pro- 
duction techniques since War II. 

The process was developed by 
the U.S. Hoffman Machinery Corp. 
of New York City. The Hoffman 
company has produced more than 
42,000 eight-inch shells with lower 
priced forging steel at the Scran- 
ton, Pa., Ordnance Plant, without

Walter Reed TV Net Is Cut Back 


WASHINGTON — Walter Reed 
Army Medical Center’s nationally- 
famed television division will im- 
mediately cut many of its services 
to outside agencies because of a 
lack of funds, Lt. Col. Edward S. 
Marsh, center information officer, 
said last week. 

Walter Reed’s budgetary predic- 
ament was first made public i9 
December by New York Times TV 
critic, Jack Gould, who said the 
center’s television division “faces 
virtual liquidation ... calling for 
the immediated dismissal or trans- 
fer of 38 of its 57 employees.” An 
appeal for stay of this decision was 





rejected, Gould added, by Lt. Gen. 
Leonard D. Heaton, Surgeon Gen- | 


eral, and: Maj. Gen. Clement F. St.

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Few Vet Laws Passed in '60 


WASHINGTON—“Something for everybody” has been the theme in past Congresses 
in the way of additional benefits for veterans. But in 1960, due to threat of veto from 
President Eisenhower, Congress left in storage most of the more expensive measures

for veterans. 

However, the prospects for some 
of these bills, such as the cold 
war GI Bill, being enacted in the 
next Congress appear bright with 
a Democratic president coming in 
whose platform calls for an in- 
crease in such benefits. 

Most of the veterans laws passed 
in 1960 clarified technicalities in 
old laws for wartime veterans, 
such as determining who is con- 
sidered a widow for benefit pur- 


poses. 

Only one of the new laws ap- 
plies to the peacetime veteran. 
Under it, surviving children of 
veterans killed while performing 
extra-hazardous duty are entitled 
to war orphans scholarship as- 
sistance. 

. “ . 

OTHER VETERANS laws ex- 
tended the World War II GI di- 
rect loan and loan guaranty pro- 
grams, increased the federal gov- 
ernment’s contribution to State 
veterans homes, set up a higher 
compensation rate for seriously dis- 
abled veterans, and increased pen- 
sions for helpless Spanish-Amer- 
ican and Indian war veterans. 

But veterans legislation the 
Congress let die is of broader 
interest, especially to the 
younger veterans who have en- 
tered military service since Jan. 
31, 1955—the cutoff date for en- 
titlement to Korea GI Bill bene- 
fits.

IN ADDITION TO the Presi- 
dent’s opposition, the peacetime 
GI Bill also failed because of lack 
of -public support. The Senate 
passed a combination loan-grant 
GI Bill in the first half of the last 
Congress, but the House after hold- 
ing exhaustive hearings, decided 
that it was too risky to try and 
pass. legislation that would surely 
face the President’s veto. 

Congress don’t vote bills that | 
cost as much as the GI bill un- | 
less the people show they want it. | 
Almost all the législators found | 
great apathy when they queried | 
their constitutents on the 
measure. 

Some veterans bills passed one 
House but were too late to be con- 
sidered by the other. Still other 
bills failed even though they passed 
each House in one form or the 
other. They just couldn’t agree on 
each other’s changes. 

Falling into this category were 
bills which would: 

@ Re-open National Service Life 
Insurance (NSLI) benefits for a 
period of one-year to War II and 
Korea veterans who were once 
eligible but because of varying 
reasons allowed their policies to 
expire or lapse. This proposal 
passed the Senate and Rep-: Olin 
Teague (D., Tex.) asked the Rules 
committee to clear it for a House 
floor vote, but the chairman (Rep. 
Howard Smith, D., Va.) failed to 
approve the request. 

@ Provide pensions for Medal 
of Honor winners. The measure 
as it passed the House would have 
given each medal holder $100 a 
month, in place of the present pen- | 
sion of $10 beginning at age 65. 
The Senate version put an age 
limit on the pension and made it 
conditional.. The House failed to | 
go along with the changes. 

Another proposal, backed by all | 
of the major veterans organiza- 
tions, which would have estab- 
lished a special Senate committee 
to handle veterans legislation, met 
defeat in the Senate Rules com- 
mittee. Opponents contend the 
Senate Finance and Labor com- 








mittees are handling veterans 


legislation adequately now, and 
that creation of a new committee 
would involve many unnecessary 
problems. The proposal would have 
established a Senate Veterans com- 
mittee of five majority and four 


minority members.

VETERANS BILLS which did 
pass: 

@ Extend the War II GI loan 
and loan guaranty programs until 
25 July, 1962. In addition, the bill 


allows VA to loan out an additional 
$150 million each year in direct 
loans to small town and rural 
area veterans who can’t find 
money to build homes. 

® Increases the federal govern- 
ment’s contribution to state vet- 
erans homes for disabled soldiers, 
sailors, airmen and marines to 
$700 per veteran per. year. This 
measure affects 33 state vets homes 
in 28 states. 

@ Set up a new higher compen- 
sation rate for seriously disabled 
veterans. It provides a $265 
monthly payment, instead of the 
old $225, to a veteran who is 
totally disabled and whose activi- 
ties are so restricted as to make 
him permanently housebound. 

@ Increased pensions for help- 
less Spanish-American and Indian 
war veterans from $135.45 a month 
to as much as $170. The VA esti- 
mates that about 4900 veterans are 
receiving the increase. 

@® Opened the War Orphans 
scholarship program to surviving 
children of cold war veterans who

Army Revises Regulation 
On Hospital Medical Boards 


WASHINGTON—Patients whose 
cases are being considered by hos- 
pital medical boards for disposi- 
tion now have the right to appear 
before the board and challenge its 
decision, according to the newly 
published revision of Army Regu- 
lations 40-212, ‘Medical Service”: 
Hospitalization and Disposition of 
Patients. 

The revision regulation gives the 
patient the opportunity of appear- 
ing in person before the board and 
presenting his views relative to the 
proposed action in his case. If the 
patient disagrees with the findings 


or recommendation of a medical 
board he may submit pertinent 
statements or evidence for consid- 
eration by the approving authority. | 
Any statements or evidence sub- | 
mitted becomes an integral part of 
the board proceedings.

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President's Helicopter Unit Set for New Rider

FORT BELVOIR, Va. — 
Even though President Eisen- 
hower leaves office in Janu- 
ary, the Army helicopter unit 
set up to fly him will remain 
in business. 


Officers assigned to the Execu- 
tive Flight Detachment at Fort Bel- 
voir’s Davison Army Airfield be- 
lieve that instead of being disband- 
ed, the detachment will grow. They 
feel that their group will continue 
to show that copters can carry 
Presidents faster and safer over 
short distances than any oiher form

Since the Secret Service is re- 
sponsible for the safety of the 
President, it makes all travel ar- 
rangements, deciding whether the 
Chief Executive should go by car, 
copter or Air Force plane. 

But a3 the Executive Flight De- 
tachment begins its fourth year in 
January, the Army copter pilot 
whose job it has been to fly Presi- 
dent Eisenhower in the last three 
years, Lt. Col. William A. Howell, 
will leave the detachment on 20 
January. He is scheduled to get a 
new assiznment at Fort Rucker, the 
Army Aviation Center.

OBVIOUSLY, since the Presi-| 
dent and his staff are the principal 
cargo of the aircraft, special care 
is given to maintenance. 

In a nearly-new, well-guarded

He told Army 
Times he works on a 25 percent 
safety factor. 

He explained that if a part has 
a life expectancy of 100 hours, his 
men will replace it after 75 hours 
use.

Retired Future 


Decisions made today frequently don’t 
develop their full impact for several years. 
This is particularly true with actions taken 
on weapon systems, since the “lead time” 
runs several years. The actions on the weap- 
ens themselves are accompanied by equally 
important decisions on location of the using 
units, the personnel training timetable, con- 
struction of support facilities, and so on. 
When the hardware is ready, units will be 
able to accept and put it into operation. 

This is simply good business, and we 
hope that a similar approach is followed in 
other military areas. We have in mind the 
retired military population of a few years 
from now. 

Recent compilations indicate that in four 


to five years the number of people on the 
military retired rolls will double. This raises 





important questions about the ability of the — 


services at that time to furnish traditional 
benefits to retired persons, such as commis- 
sary and exchange and medical care bene- 
fits. The latter is particularly important, 
especially to those who will then be reach- 
ing an advanced age. 


Pointing up the problem were the re- 
cent closing announcements attached to a 
number of military installations across the 
nation, one scheduled for shutdown in mid- 
1962. This particular base (MacDill AFB, 
near Tampa, Fla.) features a large, mod- 
ern hospital which many retired service 
families in the Tampa area use. The Air 
Force has not said definitely that the Mac- 
Dill hospital will close, merely that it is 
studying the matter. We hope, of course, 
that it will stay in operation. Otherwise, 
some people are going to suffer in the pock- 
etbook. 


With the number of retired people quick- 
ly- increasing and the number of posts with 
hospital facilities falling off, a dilemma is 
seen in the making. 


We do not advocate that the govern- 
ment establish or maintain an elaborate 
system of facilities throughout the country 
just to take care of retired people. Medi- 
eare, exchanges, clubs, etc., are privileges 
—they are not rights—the services extend 
to retired people where possible. The main 
emphasis in overall military planning must 
be devoted to the principal’ issue: the main- 
tenance of effective active duty forces in 
being. 

Nevertheless, the special privileges re- 
tired people have received over the years 
have become traditional. They’re part of the 
military scheme of things. Retired persons, 
present and future, will rightfully expect 
their continuation, at least to a substantial 
degree. 

Knotty problems are involved, almost all 
of which deal with money. But, like the 
rising cost of military retirement itself, they 
must be faced by the Pentagon and Con- 
gress. A good starting point would seem to 
be with the independent group just formed 
to probe various aspects of military retire- 
ment costs for the Senate Armed Services 
committee. 

Planning now is required to assure the 
continued availability of reasonable facili- 
ties and benefits of the type mentioned 
above. At the very least, the future out- 
look—however the government views it— 
should be determined. This will help career 
people now in service, as well as those re- 
tired, to plan wisely. 
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Setting Civilians Straight

Recently I have read comments in local 
news publications regarding the desir- 
ability of withdrawing the privilege which 
service personnel now enjoy of ‘having 
their families accompany them while they 
are stationed in such oversea areas as 
Japan, Germany, France and Italy. The 
family is an unwarranted luxury which 
has supplanted the sense of patriotism 
in most servicemen. 


I would like to take a moment to look 


at a few aspects of the military service 
that seem not to be apparent to the gen- 
eral public. 

First of all, the Army, Navy; Air Force 
or Marine Corps officer, non-commission- 
ed officer or enlisted man has chosen the 
service as a vocation, a life’s work, over 
a myriad of civilian occupations open to 
him for any one, or combination of, nu- 
merous good reasons. One of these is 
usually patriotic, although very rarely is 
this the sole factor. 

. * . 


CONTRARY to a widespread belief, 
these men are not refugees from the 
cruel word of business competition 
known as “civilian life.’ Rather, they 
(and I) selected the service because we 
carefully weighed the benefits and 
drawbacks, the advantages and disad- 
vantages, the rewards and penalties of 
a militaryq career against those that would 
aecrue to us as salesmen, store owners, 
junior executives, school teachers, fore- 
men, craftsmen or any of the countless 
other career fields available to us as ci- 
vilians. 

Those of us who put on our country’s 
uniform did so realizing that the greatest 
liability of the job was the likelihood—of 
losing our lives much sooner than if we 
pursued a civilian occupation. But we 
made our choice because we felt the good 
overbalanced the bad. 


When a man is considering a job 
with a company he evaluates the salary, 
promotion policies, scheduled pay in- 
creases, profit sharing plans, unemploy- 
ment benefits, retirement programs, an- 
nual vacation allowances and many other 
factors that will, in final analysis, deter- 
mine whether he will accept a position 
with Acme Products, United Develop- 
ment, or Brown, Smith and Jones, Inc. 

If, in the highly improbable event 
that after three, five or 10 years the 
management decides that the retirement 
program is too expensive and forthwith 
eliminates it, that the scheduled pay in- 
creases are excessive and reduces them, 
and that the policy of profit sharing is no 
longer advantageous to the firm and 
abolishes it, our man rightfully and nat- 
urally reacts to the injustice of the action 
and no doubt seeks greener pastures else- 
where. 

Is he criticized by his colleagues or the 
public for a lack of loyalty to his com- 
pany? On the contrary, public opinion 
sides with the individual against the firm 
and its obvious lack of faith.

BUT when similar circumstances occur 
in the service, and I respectfully submit 
that the government’s long established 
practice of maintaining family unity 
wherever possible in oversea areas is an 
inducement not unlike the benefits of ci- 
villian employment mentioned above — 
and the serviceman evidences a lowering 
of morale and considers resigning from 


the military — the public condemns his 


attitude and brands him as unpatriotic, 
a fair-weather soldier: 

And these righteous citizens who are 
so quick to wave the flag are the same 
ones who either chose to get out of uni- 
form or successfully avoided donning it 
in the first. place because they believed 
they could do better on “the outside,” 
meaning they figured that their chances 
to enjoy the luxuries of life were far

We could start out by getting 
rid of all headshrinkers with their 
goofy social workers. Shipping 
companies don’t hire psychiatrists 
for their truck drivers and tavern 
owners don’t have psychiatrists 
for their bartenders. These civilian 
establishments operating on the 
principle of profit and loss know 
they wouldn’t get very far if they 
included such simple-minded 
foolishness in their operating pro- 
cedures. 

We started out World War II 
as “our soldier boys” and the 
American public showed the high- 
est respect for us. After the war 
got going we became “our fighting 
men” and the civilians slapped us 
on the back and told us they were 
right behind us producing the 
goods. 

After the war was over our 
public propaganda services gave 
us extensive press coverage as 
“psychological readjustment prob- 
lems“. Since the “mental health” 
show. got on the road it seems that 
some people are trying to identify 
us as being downright nuts. A 
basic trainee reports his sergeant 
to the IG and the sergeant is 
then sent on his way to the head- 
shrinkers for examination.

ACTUALLY we don’t need 
numerologists to tell us that 
1961 can be a key year for us. 
Of course, every year is poten- 
tial a key or critical year. 

I see signs, however, that 1961 
can be more of a key year for 
us in the United States than was 


1960—not in terms of the poten- 
tial changes decided on but in 
terms of actual results and of 
decisions which will bring about 
actual changes. 

To begin with, there is a new 
national administration. Mr. 
Kennedy has taken the bold step 
of surrounding himself with the 
youngest cabinet since early in 
the 19th century. Only three of 
his appointees are over 50—two 
being 51 and one 62.

- i. to say that age is good or

BUT the Kennedy cabinet is 
one which is entirely 20th cen- 
tury in its outlook. In fact, the 
average cabinet member has few 
memories of the period before 
World War I. It is thus a cabinet 
which has been educated and in- 
fluenced by the cultural, soci- 
ological and scientific environ- 
ment of the last 40 years. 

It is therefore a cabinet which 
is more likely to be responsive 
to the demands of the times in 


which we live than would be a 
cabinet which tray ot 20 years 
older. Some of its decisions and 
recommendations will run into 
opposition from Congress and 
from the established industries 
and organizations where control 
rests with older men. 

Yet it should receive support 
from new industries and organi- 
zations which have grown up and 
become successful in re¢ent 
years in response to modern 
needs—industries and organiza- 
tions such as the missile and air- 
craft industries, the newer chem- 
ical and nonferrous metal indus- 
tries, scientific organizations 
whose size has burgeoned as sci- 
ence moved out of the university 
and into industry and govern- 


ment.

IN FIELDS related to the mili- 
tary there should also be key 
developments. More attention is 
likely to be paid to the conclu- 
sions reached by men using mod- 
ern means of data processing— 
which is perhaps a’fancy way of 
saying that operations research 
and the conclusions reached by 
computers used in this field will 
be more carefully considered 
than in the past. 

There’s a good chance that

man actually gets into space and 
in which preparations begin in 
earnest to put men on other 
planets. There is less chance 
that steps to achieve these goals 
will be held up while a staff tries 
to answer the question of 
“What’s the point of getting into 
space?”

NAMES of American towns 
have been changed for many 
reasons. The good old English 
name of Maidenhead, N. J., was 
changed to Lawrenceville by 
some sensitive inhabitants, Cuck- 
old Town on Staten Island is no 
more. The citizens of Hellgate, 
N. Y., changed the name of their 
town to Hurlgate. The politic- 
ally-fickle residents of Adams, 
N. H., switched the hame of their 
town to Jackson in 1829. 

Names of our frontier settle- 
ments frequently were chosen 
to make them appealing to new- 
comers. That’s why there are 
lots of Belle Airs and Pleasant- 


villes. But the 49ers who settled 
the California gold field towns 
weren’t worried about the 
beauty of their place names. For 
example, there were California 
places named Chicken Thief Flat, 
Cut Throat Bar, Murderers’ Bar, 
Gouge Eye Garrotte and Second 
Garrotte. 

One western settlement where 
three men were hanged was 
named Hangtown. Nearby places 
were named Euchre Bar, Poker 
Flat (Bret Harte made the place 
famous with his short story), 
Red Dog, Whiskey Bar, Milk 
Punch, Brandy Gulch and a 
settlement called Delirium Tre- 
mens. Other early California set- 
tlers named their places Dead 
Mule Canyon, Jackass Gulch, 
Hardscrabble, Timbuctoo, Lousy 
Level and other names inappro- 
priate for publication in a fam- 
ily type newpaper.

WHILE MOST American town 
namers tried hard to pick names 


that were attractive, some of the 
miners took the opposite view— 
they wanted to discourage new- 
comers from poking around in 
the area. So some were named 
Hungry Camp, Humbug Canyon, 
Hoodoo Bar and Poverty Hill. 
But there were enough Chamber 
of Commerce types among the 
49ers te come up with names as 
Gold Hill, Rich Bar and Gospel 
Gulch.

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New Electronic ‘File Clerk’ 
Handles 100,000 Items Daily

We a Secretary of Defense Perkins McGuire casually snipped a 
piece of tape, a fascinating machine with dozens of small button-sized orange 
lights began flickering, and a spanking new nation-wide computer information system 
was introduced to a group of VIPs at the Defense Department’s Armed Forces Sup- 
ply Support Center here last week. 


The speedy electronic file 
clerk is known as IBM’s 705 III 
and it can handle 100,000 indi- 
vidual supply management ac- 
tions a day. Its main job will be 
to serve as DOD’s single clearing 
house for supply and logistics 
data 


A supply sergeant can refer to 
this single source, always up to 
date, and discover whether a spe- 
cific item is on hand in split- 
second time. The computer bats 
out detailed information on sup- 
ply items — from pinch bars to 
Polaris parts —— and feeds the 
details to 35 distant communica- 
tions points linked to the center 
by specially designed telephone 
transmission equipment. NATO 
and other allied nations tied into 
the DOD logistics complex will 
be able to use the system.

IT IS MUCH better than the 
previous system because “it has 
a great deal more speed and 
greater memory capacity,” Brig. 
Gen. I. L. Allen, deputy director 
of the center, told Army Times. 

And four years ago, before 
tape, millions of punchcards — 
which would pile up 2% miles 
high — were needed to contain 
the information now compressed 
on 60 reels of tape used by the 
IBM 705 III. The information in 
a stack of IBM cards over 100 
feet high — more than 14 mil- 
Jion characters — can be stored 
on a single reel of magnetic tape

I REALIZE it is the taxpayer’s 
dollar that provides us with our 
salary, travel pay and quarters al- 
lowance.

Dedication of the new com- 
puter system found the computer 
in fine shape and ready to wow 
the audience but a far simpler 
piece of equipment failed, per- 
haps because of the stiff compe- 
tition.

EVERY DAY more than 20,000 
questions from supply control 
points in the field come to _the 
Center. The 705 III reads and 
interprets instructions in 13 mi- 
croseconds and is capable of per- 
forming .45,000 “logical” de- 
cisions a second. In a similar 
period of time, it can either add 
or subtract 11,500 five-digit num- 
bers. 


A typical example of the com- 
puter’s work, consisting of a half- 
dozen questions from Redstone 
Arsenal, Ala., was demonstrated 
to the audience.

Army Thinks ‘Swaps’ 
Program Good Policy 


WASHINGTON — The two- 
year-old “swaps” program which 
allows enlisted members §sta- 
tioned in CONUS to exchange 
assignments at their own ex- 
pense is working satisfactorily, 


an Army spokesman said this 
week. 

“We have no complaints 
against the system,” he said. 


“It appears that no one is get- 
ting ‘shafted’ when they make 
exchanges—at least no one has 
complained. Nor have there 
been any complaints from com- 
manders against the system. 
He said the Army has no in- 
formation about how many 
“swaps” are arranged each year. 
The Army continues to con- 
sider the right of men to ar- 
range to exchange jobs a good 
morale policy. Under the pro- 
gram, men may arrange a job 
exchange at their own expense 
under certain conditions which 


include permission of their com- 
manders, more than a year left 
to serve, not being on shipment 
orders, and so forth. 

The “Swaps” column in Army 
Times is considered by the Army 
as a desirable service and as the 
major source of information for 
men who want to move from 
their current to new assignments. 
Through this column men can 
find others who have the same 
job qualifications, who are lo- 
cated where they want to go 
and who are willing to trade. 

Army Times does nothing 
more than list swap opportuni- 
ties. It does not correspond with 
individuals, forward mail from 
one to another, arrange trans- 
fers or do more than serve as 
an information medium in 
which the names of those who 
want to arrange swaps are listed. 
Direct contact must be made be- 
tween the individuals.

National Guard, as a name, originated with New York Society’s 


7th Regiment. 


This historic unit, the National Guard, honored Lafayette on 
his visit to America in 1824. As its reputation spread, the name 
was adopted by other state militias until, in 1879, delegates from 
19 states met in New York to establish the National Guard Asso- 


ciation.

tional guards in general. 


“Especially the 7th Regiment ‘of New 


York (which), with unusual resources for the selection of strong, 
patriotic, and wealthy young men of military tastes, supported by 
a rich and appreciative community, has been able in the perfection 
of its equipment and accomplishments, the importance of its serv- 
ices and lately in the completion of its magnificent armory at a cost 
of over $500,000 at private expense, to show what the citizen soldier 


may do for his country.” 








vas Navy has taken over from the Air Force primary 


responsibility for the 
which consits of American 
elements organized for the de- 
fense of Iceland and adjacent 
waters under agreement between 
the U.S. and Icelandic govern- 
ments. iceland has no military 
forces of her own other than.a 
couple of armed fishery patrol 
cutters. 

The shift of command to the 
Navy marks increased naval in- 
terest in these northern waters, 
arising from two factors: 

(1) The deployment in such 
areas as the Greenland and 
Norwegian Seas of  nuclear- 
powered U.S. submarines armed 
with Polaris ballistic missiles. 

(2) Reports that the Soviet 
Navy may have developed one 
or more nuclear-powered sub- 
marines of its own. 

” ” 


IT SHOULD not be supposed 
that we can simply send our 
Polaris subs to deployment 
areas where they will be within 
reach of significant Soviet tar- 
gets and leave them to their own 
devices. 


The Soviets are not going to 
be happy about having these 
submarines where they can open 
fire on Soviet centers and bases 
in retaliation for any nuclear at- 
tack the Soviets might launch 
against the West. This lays the 
hard hand of U.S. deterrent 
power on Mr. K’s_ ebullient 
rocket-threats. 

The Soviet Navy, we may be 
sure, will be under orders to 
find out all it can about our 
Polaris subs—where they are 
operating, what patrol habits 
they seem to be forming, how 
often they come and go. 

We have only one such sub 
on station in the north now— 
the George Washington. Soon 
she will be joined by the Pat- 
rick Henry, with the Robert 
E. Lee coming along early in 
the New Year and two others 
not much later. 

Submarine detection and track- 
ing is best carried out by teams 
of surface ships, aircraft (includ- 
ing helicopters) and submarines, 
trained to work together. To 

cover any very wide stretch of 
water, an aircraft carrier is 
needed as part of the team in 
order to have the aircraft near at 
hand and operating with the rest 
of the team all the time. 

The Soviet Navy, however, has 
no aircraft carriers and must 
depend on shore-based aircraft. 
This restricts the effective 
radius of action of its anti-sub- 
marine teams, which in any case 
are not likely to be very success- 
ful in locating and tracking any 
of our lone-prowling Polaris subs 
since the latter can hear them 
coming a long. way off and can 
take evasive action. 

But it is a good idea for the 
Soviets to be constantly re- 
minded, by the presence in the 
area of our air and_ surface 
patrols, that their ASW teams 
would not have it all their own 
way if by chance they did locate 
a Polaris submarine and decided 


to attack. 

» * e 
THE POSSBLTY that the 
Soviets may have  nuclear- 


powered submarines of their own 
sets a somewhat different prob- 
lem for us. 

These subs might be used as

killers against our Polaris subs, 
if they could locate them, but 
more likely—being something 
new to the Soviet Navy, and re- 
“quiring a certain amount of 
breaking-in of ships and crews, 
they will seek to get out to the 
open sea. 

The eventual idea might be 
for some of them to get ready 
for a missile attack on our 
coastal areas. 

Iceland is an excellent cen- 
tral position from which to 
observe the narrow. waters 
through which the Soviet subs 
must pass to gain the Atlantic 

from their Arctic base. 

We are far ahead of the So- 
viets in operational experience 
with nuclear-powered subma- 
rine, techniques, and we are 
likely by patrolling the gaps 
east and west of Iceland to gain 
a good deal more knowledge of 
their submarine habits and pro- 
ceedures than they will get of 
ours. 

Later on, through, we shall 
probably find it necessary to 
establish even closer watch in 
these gaps, since a_ nuclear- 
powered submarine’ all by. itself 
is pretty hard to find once it 
gains open water. 

The Navy take-over in Iceland 
will set.the stage for the gaining 
of more experience in closing 
the gaps, if we have to do that, 
and the working-out of barrier 
plans to that end.

dependents from overseas, forbid 
another 4500 wives and children 
from traveling abroad. Thus it 
would have affected some 12,210 
wives and children. 


DOD granted Army a delay in 
bringing dependents home from 
abroad, as long as the Army met 
final quotas. DOD set the net num- 
| ber of withdrawals of dependents 
| from abroad at 1600 for this Jan- 
juary, The Army had issued port 
calls for 3200 and was returning 
4800, so it was able to meet the net 
recall of 1600. 

For February, March, April, May 
and June, DOD has set the quotas 
of net drawbacks at 4600, 4500, 
5600, 5800 and 6300,. respectively. 
That is a real roadblock for de- 
pendents hoping to travel abroad 
with their sponsors. 

* * * 

MOREOVER, it is a mandate to 
the Army that if it sends 1000 de- 
pendents overseas in February, it 
must bring back a net of 5600. How, 
who, when, where and why depend- 
ents ill be selected to go overseas 
is yet to be established. Criteria 
will be forthcoming soon. 

Meanwhile, Army officials are 
expecting a rash of resignations 
and retirements from the Army.

REDSTONE ARSENAL, Ala.—Less than one percent 
of the almost 25,000 persons working at Redstone Arsenal | 
need half of the 40,000 acre reservation to do their job. 


This small ,but select group 
makes up the 200 missile scien- 
tists and technicians who staff the 
Army Rocket and Guided Missile 
Agency’s test and evaluation lab- 
oratory. 

Their need for real estate is 
explained by the fact that they 
conduct the only actual missile 
firings at Redstone, home of the 
Army Ordnance Missile Com- 
mand. 


The free flight rocket test ranges 
extend generally east to west in 
a broad band through the center 
of the arsenal, and are completely 
contained within the installation. 
Many small rockets and missiles 
are tested there by ARGMA per- 
sonnel. 

Test firings of larger Army 
missiles are conducted at White 
Sands Missile Range, N.M., an el- 
ement of AOMC, and at other 
ranges.

There still would be a time lag 
between promotions to temporary 
and permanent grades in the 
Army, because the law sets a limit 
of 49,500 on the number the Army 
can have. And that number has 
been cut to 39,600 by presidential 
action. 

The board, headed by Gen. C. L. 
Bolte, USA, (Ret.,) started its work 
on 1 August and met a 10 Decem- 
ber deadline fixed by the general. 





The report of the committee is now 
at the printers. 

Reports have circulated in the 
Pentagon that the Army opposed 
much of the recommendations 
which had been drafted by the 
committee. However, those who 
have seen the recommendations 
say that the Army will be able to 
live with them, if it finally should 
be forced to do so. 

It was not known whether legis- 


lation can be drafted for considera- 
tion at the session of Congress 
just starting. The services, after 
the report is released, will be asked 
to submit comments on it. 

Then it may take weeks to put 
it in legal form, Also, there is no 
way of knowing what the Congress 
will do. 

There have been no changes in 
the Officers Personnel Act since 
1947, when it was enacted. The

MTMA Details Rules 
For Baggage Weight 


Rules governing the free checkable baggage allowance for military 
and civilian personnel of the Defense Department and their dependents 
traveling by regularly scheduled commercial airlines frequently are 
subject to misinterpretation. 

This is the observation of the Military Traffic Management Agency 
which serves as Single Manager for military traffic management for 
the entire Defense Establishment. 

In a move to acquaint DOD personnel with baggage weight re- 
strictions, MTMA has prepared the following table as a ready refer- 
ence:

@cean travel may have to be presented. Trans-ocean travel may be by regularly 
scheduled airline or by the Military Air Transport Service (including contract carriers). 
The normal baggage allowance for persons traveling on MATS or MATS contract 
planes is 65 pounds. 





MTMA advises transportation officers to consult local airline 
agents for conformation of baggage allowances on the foreign portion 
of air travel, particularly when local service or off-line destination 
points are involved.

NLISTED servicemen and their 
families are paying more than 
twice what they can afford for 
housing in the Washington area, 
according to the Armed Forces 
Housing Office at the Pentagon. 


The office, which is located at 
1 A 884, gives free assistance in 
finding rentals for incoming mar- 
ried servicemen and Defense De- 
partment civilian employes. 

Its free service is also available 
to foreign service people and mem- 
bers of Congress and their staffs. 
It provides descriptions of houses, 
apartments and room: for rent and 
makes the necessary contact with 
real estate agents and individual 
property owners.

PLENTY OF HOUSING is al- 
ways available in the Washington 
area. 

The biggest problem of the 
housing office, however, is to find 
rentals that enlisted people can af- 
ford. Most of the available housing 
ig too expensive for enlisted serv- 
icemen. 

The problem of finding reason- 
able rentals for them is greatest 
during the months of June, July 
and August, when PCS moves are 
at their peak and the flow of serv- 
icemen into Washington is great- 
est. 

A spokesman for the housing of- 
fice claimed that many enlisted 
men must hold down extra off-duty 
jobs, just to keep a roof over their 
family’s heads in Washington. 
Most enlisted men with two or 
three children can’t afford to pay 
much more than $100 a month for 
housing, yet average rates for the 
housing they need run much 
higher. 

The housing office lists the 
following as typical costs for 
furnished and unfurnished

ABERDEEN PROVING GROUND, Md.—“And look, 
no hump in the middle.” That could be one way to de- 
scribe the hybrid ’31 Model A Ford rebuilt by MSgt. 
Billy W. Jeffs, 36, of Aberdeen Proving Ground. 


Although the body basically re- 
tains its original lines, there has 
been a great deal added and a 
good deal taken away from the 
prize winning show car. 

Jeffs, a member of the 2d En- 
listed Training Co. here, had 
rebuilt the car without any in- 
tention of entering it in show 
competition. “It seemed every 
time ! wanted the family car my 
wife needed it, or vice versa. 
Mechanics being a hobby with 
me, I thought I’d work the Model 
A over and use it as a second 
family car.” 

* ~_ . 

IT DIDN’T work out that way, 
however. Members of the Har- 
ford Auto Club in Aberdeen saw 
the car and persuaded the Ord- 
nance sergeant to enter it in the 
Baltimore Rod-O-Rama held last 
month. He won two trophies. 
One for top car in the “show 
coupe” class and the other for 
the “most popular car in the 
show.” He had some mighty 
keen competition in the latter. 
One of the cars he competed 
against was, although not an offi- 
cial entry, the famous Kookie’s 
car seen in “77 Sunset Strip.” 
A week later he took the sleek 
blue car up to the Hanover, Pa., 
rod and custom show and won 
first place in the “show coupe” 
class. 


The first surprise comes when 
the hood is raised and you see 
the power plant. It’s a ’51 Olds 
engine mounting a four barrel 
carburetor, shaved and cammed, 
supplying power to a modified, 
beefed-up Olds hydramatic drive. 
To this power package Jeffs 
added a ’53 Ford rear axle as- 
sembly. Hydraulic brakes stop 
the car. Up front, behind the 
original Model A grill, is a ’54 
Buick radiator. The original 
light shells have sealed beams 
installed and the front end rests 
on a ’40 Ford front axle. A ’53 
Ford gas tank is mounted in the 
trunk.

THE HYBRID has aircraft 

type shocks all around and rides 








on 15-inch, white side-wall tires 
mounted on ’53 Ford wheels. 
Trim consists of a rechromed 
Model A rear bumper and a ’51 
Willys station wagon front 
bumper. 

The veteran soldier chopped 
four inches off the top and in 
place of the old canvas top, 
molded a metal one from the can- 
nibalized ’51 Olds. The whole 
car has been lowered about a 
foot and a half. 

All the windows were custom- 
ized and Jeffs inserted safety 
glass. 

The interior is also completely 
customized in matching shades 
of blue. The seats are Volks- 
wagen bucket type and the dash 
has been fitted and molded from 
the 51 Olds dash. The steering 
wheel is Olds, and for winter 
comfort there is an almost an- 
tique ’39 Chev _ heater. 

The exterior is painted with 
three coats of a ’60 Merc metallic 
blue enamel. It sports Maryland 
Antique Motor Vehicle plate 
number 211.

His Story Reads Like TV Western

stuntman and singer is riding 
herd on the Hourglass Service 
Club at Camp Casey these days.

By the time he was 13, 
Yaklich was named Bareback 
Riding Champion of Colorado. 
He turned professional when 
he completed high school, and 
says he now earns about $12,- 
000 a year as a rodeo perform- 
er.

His most serious accident oc- 
curred during 2 Brahma bull 
riding event at Madison Square 
Garden in 1955. “I looked around 
to make sure the clown was there 
to distract the animal,” he said. 
“When [I looked the bull twisted 
and I slid under the hump, but 
the bull turned his head and 
caught me under his chin and 
horn.” 

Eddie fell to the turf, semi- 
conscious, and the 1300-pound 
bull gored him. Yaklich was 
hospitalized for two weeks with 
a broken hip, but it took him 
more than eight months to re- 
cover fully. 

Of French-Austrian descent, 


Yaklich has performed _ in 
Canada, Cuba, Mexico and 
Australia, as well as in the 
States. In. Alberta Province, 


Eddie once worked in a rodeo 
before some 193,000 spectators 
—one of the largest crowds to 
attend a sporting event in 
Canadian history. 

As a motion picture and tele- 
vision stuntman, Yaklich has 
jumped from stage coaches and 
flaming buildings, He has ap- 
peared on “Gunsmoke,” “Wells 
Fargo,” “The Texan” and “Wyatt 
Earp.” In pictures he has doubled 
for Rock Hudson, Audie Murphy 
and Ed “Kookie” Byrnes. His 
last appearance was as Glenn 
Ford’s stand-in, in the movie 
“3:10 to Yuma.”

NOSTALGIC memories of the 
old horse cavalry were evoked 
at Fort Ord, when MSgt.

Intentions

O, OKAY, this is the 

time for resolutions and 
this column could obviously 
do with a good many. Here are 
several which I have every in- 
tention of keeping, although I 
will not promise to do so on a 


stack of -priceless old Lester 
Young records: 


@® Lay off tasteless, loud 
speeding drummers. They are 
doing their best and it isn’t 
really their fault they are in 
the wrong business and know 
nothing about music save boom- 
lay-BOOM. Some people just 
can’t keep time no matter how 
hard they try. 

@® Write more about “un- 
known” talent. Although record 
companies seem devoted to the 
idea that most all excellent jazz 
musicians work in New York, 
Los Angeles or Chicago, you 
know better. Put your column 
where your mouth is and do 
something to get some fine un- 
recorded talent recorded. 

@ Be more patient with the 
arty, precious types in jazz 
music. Perhaps a few of them, 
to descend to a popular and 
meaningless jazz cliche, “have 
something to say.” 


® Stop getting upset over 
what other critics proclaim 
about musicians you know are 
obviously superb or obviously in- 
erior. These critics are doing 
their best, and there is no ac- 
counting for taste. Understand 
that it is easy to misled by a 
bum ear, lack of musical back- 
ground, and a desire to be on 
top of “what’s happening” even 
though what’s happening may 
be little more than a dreary 
musical gimmick. 

® Try to get back some of 
that old missionary spirit you 
once had about jazz music. Put 
down, put way down, the idea 
that only a few people can ap- 
preciate good music, anyway, 
and consider your old idea that 
many people who know nothing 
about jazz might like it if given 
the opportunity. Understand, as 
you did 20 years ago, that it 
isn’t so much that most intelli- 
gent people dislike jazz... it’s 
just that they are blissfully 
ignorant of it. Do something to 
un-bliss them. 

® Stop saying—over and over 
again — that Ben Webster, Roy 
Eldridge, Buck Clayton, Ruby 
Braff, Teddy Wilson, Ray Brown 
and other personal favorites are 
superb musicians. Anyone who 
reads the column on occasion 
must be aware of such opinions 
by now. 

® And since you continually 
preach that there is nothing to 
compare with good live music, 
practice what you preach and 
stop grumbling about lousy 
acoustics, shoddy service and 
out-of-line beverage prices when 
you listen to live music in a club. 

® Try to understand that it is 
only natural—though madden- 
ing—to find young hippies put 
older musicians down. Under- 
stand that their jazz world is the 
best of all possible jazz worlds 
because it is the only one they 
have known.

Let’s look inside his mind. 

East felt sure that South had 
the king of spades for his jump to 
two notrump. If East discarded a 
spade, declarer would be able to 
win four spade tricks. If East dis- 
carded another diamond, dummy 
might get two diamond tricks. 

East came to the conclusion (er- 


roneous, by the way) that only a 
heart discard was safe. Even this 
would have worked, except that 
East discarded a low heart, saving 
the jack. 

South now led a diamond, fore- 
ing out East’s ace. East led the 
jack of hearts, and South played 
low. Now the suit was blocked. 
West couldn’t afford to overtake, 
and East couldn’t lead the suit 
again. 

East could have saved the day by 
discarding the jack of hearts and 
keeping a low heart. Then his heart 
return would allow West to take 
the rest of the suit.

Scientist Sees Man Becoming 
Conditioned to Extreme Cold 


NEW YORK — In spite of beliefs to the con- 
trary, shivering, hairfess man can get along pretty 
well in extreme cold. He does all right now, 
bundled up, sometimes in some other animal’s 
skin, and it’s quite probable, said a research scien- 
tist here recently, that he “can be acclimated to 
the cold as adequately as he can to heat.” 

Recovery from body temperatures, as low as 9° 
C (48° F.) have been recorded, Steven M. Horvath, 
head of the physiology department, division of re- 

search, the Lankenau Hospital, Philadelphia, told 
a session of the winter annual meeting of the 
American Society of Mechanical Engineers. 

“Some animal experiments indicate that under 
certain conditions, body temperatures can be low- 
ered to 0° C (32°F) or even slightly lower with 
complete recovery even though the heart has not 
been functioning for some minutes,” he said. It 
would seem that death is not a necessary result of 
very low body temperatures. 

” - . 

THE PERFORMANCE efficiency of man in cold 
environments “is commonly accepted as being some- 
what depressed,” Horvath said, but “the basis for 
such a concept is not entirely clear.” Performance 
of tasks that do not require fine movements has 
not been found to be altered. 

“Hand or grip strength, tactile discrimination, 
assembly of small units and certain other tasks 
requiring hand dexterity have been reported to be 
depressed in the cold. Much of this is due to the 
numbness and increased stiffness of small joint 
movements due to cold. Admittedly this reduced 
performance is a resultant of cold exposure but it 
can be prevented by proper protective devices.” 

Besides wrapping himself up, man can keep 
warm in cold climates by shivering or by physical 

exercise. Shivering can raise the body’s heat pro- 
duction three-fold but is a fatiguing type of mo- 
tion, he said, and “complaints regarding its dis- 
tressing nature are vocal and vigorous.” There 
may be the same complaints about continued phy- 
sical activity. 

There is no such thing as a constant body tem- 
perature, Horvath pointed out. Variations up to 
10°C are found in the human body. . The tem- 
perature that scientists are interested in con- 
trolling primarily is that of the deep central 
areas such as heart, lungs and brain. 

Although man can suffer such cold injuries as 
frostbite, trench foot or chilblain, “much of the 
problem associated with cold injuries can be 
remedied by proper instruction and _ corrective 
procedures. Cold injury need not occur if proper 
precautions are’ taken.” 

And what about long-term exposure to cold? 
Does it increase endurance to low temperatures? 
Arctic and Antarctic explorers have often suggested 
development of an acclimation process, he went 
on, “but it has not been éasy to separate the in- 
fluence of skill or training in the use of clothing 
and other protective devices from the physiologi- 
eal factors. 

There is some evidence that certain local mechan- 
isms do improve with continued cold exposure. 
precise studies still must be carried out before it 


can be assumed that man’s tolerance to cold en- 
vironments can be increased by the mere fact of 
long-term cold exposure.” 


Opens New Labs 


WATERVLIET ARSENAL, N.Y. — Watervliet 
Arsenal added to its facilities for basic and applied 
research recently with the opening of a new set of 
laboratories where arsenal scientists will investi- 
gate properties of metals, seek new, improved. coat- 
in, for gun tube bores and study non-destructive 
testing techniques for the benefit of all arsenal 
units, as well as other Ordnance installations. 

Col. Walter M. Tisdale, arsenal commanding 
officer, who instituted and has directed Water- 
viiet’s -expanded research programs, announc’d 
that the new facilities include a materials labora- 
tory, electro-deposition laboratory, and a vacuum 
deposition unit. To be opened within the n-xt 
six months are photo-elasticity, radiation-isotope 
and solid state physics laboratories. 

The new labs are organized as part of the re

Belvoir-Developed 


FORT BELVOIR, Va. — An all-aluminum water 
tank, semi-trailer mounted, with several features 
not found in the steel water tank trailer which it 
replaces, has been developed by the Engineer Re- 
search and Development Laboratories at Fort Bel- 
voir. 

The new tank trailer is not mounted on a frame 
although it has an overall length of approximately

pacity compared to 1500 gallon for the steel tank.

THE ALUMINUM TANK is insulated and has a 
heating system, making it more suitable for desert 
and arctic operations. It is equipped with a mili- 
tary design 2-inch pump, and has room for carrying 
six 2-inch suction hose sections, and 150 ft. of 2-inch 
canvas hose. 

The tank was built principally of 3003-H 14 
aluminum, with 6061 T6 or T4 aluminum used in 
areas where extra strength is required. It is mount- 
ed on a standard Ordnance axle assembly and is 
normally towed by a 24%2-ton tractor. 

The unit has been user tested in both the arctic 
and desert, and is expected to be adopted by the 
Army (type classified). It was built by Standard 
Steel Works, North. Kansas City, Mo., under a con- 
tract with the laboratories. 
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Ingenuity Helps Cut 
Target Rocket Cost 


COLUMBUS, Ohio — Telephone poles, bicycle spokes 
and ingenuity are helping keep missile costs down at North 
American Aviation’s Columbus Division, the company says. 


The division is building a low- 
cost supersonic target missile sys- 
tem for the Army. The missile, 2 
foot in diameter and 19 feet long, 
will fly either high or low level 
missions and simulate high per- 








Triple Play 
Trip to 
The Moon 


AZUSA, Calif.— Would you 
make a cross country trip in an 
expensive car that vanished, bit 
by bit, so that when you reached 
your destination about all you 
had left was the seat? 

Sounds pretty weird, but in 
effect that’s what will happen 
in the “one big leap” idea of 
sending man te the moon via 
one huge, multi-stage rocket ve- 
hicle. As the earlier stage en- 
gines burn out, they drop off in 
space. 

That’s why Dr. Roy G. Brere- 
ton of the Advanced Research 
Division of Aerojet - General 
Corp. feels that a “triple play” 
system is the only practical way 
to conduct regular moon expe- 
ditions in the future. 

The Aerojet planner suggests 
that a rocket-powered shuttle 
ship would first take the space 
traveller to a station in orbit 
around the earth. From the 
earth-orbit station, he would 
then take an ion-powered space 
ship to another station, this one 
in orbit around the moon. Then 
a rugged, rocket-powered land- 
ing craft would take him from 
the moon-orbit station to the 
moon itself. 

Brereton points out that all 
three of the vehicles would be 
re-useable—not lost in space as 
the rocket stages would be un- 
der the one-leap idea. 

As for ‘the timetable for his 
three-leg trip to the moon, 
Brereton suggests 10 minutes to 
the earth-orbiting station; 312 
days for the trip to the moon- 
orbiting station, then 10 min- 
utes more for the last leg to 
the moon. 

It figures out to 3 days, 12 
hours and 20 minutes; but he 
says you might allow an extra 
half-hour leeway in case you’re 
having your wife pick you up 
at the moonport.

CLINTON, Mich.—A _ hand-car- 
ried gasoline engine designed to 
provide power to the guidance 
equipment of a combat missile is 
now being made available by the 
manufacturer for other military 
uses.

Similar mock-ups will be used in 
drop testing the missile’s parachute 
recovery system, designed to per- 
mit economical re-use of each mis- 
sile system in air defense training. 
The actual missile contains elec- 
tronic equipment for control by a 
ground command post at the. mis- 
sile range. This equipment re- 
quires small antennas to transmit 
and receive electronic signals. 

Several antenna designs were 
considered. Then a North Ameri- 
can engineer came up with a sug- 
gestion: why not use bicycle 
spokes? 

Tests proved the idea sound. The 
spokes are simply cut off at one 
end and re-threaded at the other 
| to screw into a tiny base attached 
to the missile’s body.

Internal Revenue Adds Tax Form 


WASHINGTON — The USS. In- 
ternal Reserve Service has added 
a new form (2948) to aid taxpayers 
who are entitled to more liberal de- 
ductions for medical expenses be- 
cause of their age or that of their 
wives or dependent parents. 

As in prior years, if either the 
taxpayer of his wife -has reached 
65 years of age before the close 
of the tax year, the medical ex- 
penses of both can be deducted 
without being subject to the gener- 
al limitation of such deductions 
to the excess over three percent 
of adjusted gross income. 

As a result of the new law, 
medical expenses incurred for a de- 
pendent parent 65 or over also 
can be deducted without being re- 
duced by three percent of the ad- 
justed gross income. 

Taxpayers not affected by these 
provisions may continue to com- 
pute their medical expense deduc- 
tion on the regular form 1040 or 
1040W as in the past.

More Interest 
In Pictures 


If a picture says more than 
a thousand words than action | 
in a picture speaks volumes. | 
Give people action and they} 
are sure to take note. The| 
pictures that suggest what is 
going on, the ones that: will 
make strangers ask or see 
what the model was doing to 
cause the photographer to 
shoot right at that precise 
moment, are the pictures 
everyone prefers. 

People delight in the play- 
ful antics of children or the gyra- 
tions of a playful kitten, yet when 
they begin photographing these 
subjects they set them up in static 
poses and lose all the interest of 
action. 

Even the simplest camera can 
get the kind of picture we want 
because it is a matter of select- 
ing the right time for the ex- 
posure. The fixed-focus flash out- 
fit will get a fine shot of Mother 
at work, and with or without flash, 
that same simple camera will give 
us an interesting dog picture 
though it might not be capable 
of stopping his movement as he 
runs toward his master. 

If we choose a moment when the 
action is either slow or entirely 
stopped for the picture making, | 
we shall have far better results 
because the action that is shown 
or implied carries with it a gen-| 
eral interest. 

Whenever the subject is doing 
something that can be repeated, 
run through a rehearsal while the 
decision is made as to just when| 
the shutter button should be | 
pushed. Then make the shot at 
that instant. Make another of the| 
usual posed-before-the-turkey kind | 
and compare the results.

(chase of a photograph is quite apt 


tagged at $750 each, probably the 
highest price for a photograph in 
history. These were individual 
prints, not in an edition, and each 
was to be signed. 

Whether they are worth the 
price asked depends on your at- 
titude toward the medium as a 
fine art and of course on how much 
mcney you can afford to spend for 
art works of any kind. 

Another consideration is the 
one that is frequently brought 
up in this connection, namely, 
that a good printer can turn out 
any number of excellent prints 
from a given negative, hence 
why such a high price? Mr. 
Penn’s approach is rather spe- 
cial: a signed pzvint by a photog- 
rapher of high stature, and the 
number of prints available limit- 
ed to a stated number. 

But without going further into 
the Penn example, which is unique, 
let us look at the price tags usually 
appended to photographic prints 
in other shows. The average is 
$25-$35, with some priced at $50- 
$75, others as high as Penn’s. On 
rare occasions, prints are offered 
at prices as low as $10-$15, but 
these are strongly frowned upon 
by other exhibitors. 

Ten-print portfolios by such 
famous photographers as Ansel 
Adams are available at $100, which 
brings the price down to $10 a 
print. ‘The disadvantage here is 
that one must accept the photog- 
rapher’s choice of 10 prints. This 
may not always coincide with the 
10 the purchaser would have 
picked if permitted to make his 
own selection from the photog- 
rapher’s total work. 

The photographer apparently | 
reasons that he can afford to make | 
up lvu-print portfolios to sell for 
$100 because he can run off a cer- 
tain number of prints from each | 
negative in proportionately little! 
more than the time it would take | 
to make a single print from that | 
negative. The question naturally 
occurs to the layman that if this 
be so, why cannot it. be made a 
general practice, and allow pur- 
chasers to buy single prints in- 
stead of obliging them to buy en- 
tire portfolios? 

Would there be more buyers if| 
the prices were down to $10 or| 
$15, or is there a limited number | 
of persons who will buy: photo-| 
graphs anyway, hence the higher | 
price is imperative. | 

Other arguments, and perhaps | 
more cogent, include the matter 
of the photographer’s prestige (a 
work of art should be worh a 
good deal more than this—a low | 
price tag may tend to cheapen the 
work), the fact that the higher | 
price tag makes the print more 
desirable, and, of course, many 
prints are worth the higher price. 

For example, some prints take 
less time than others to make. 
In the case of an exceptionally 
difficult or challenging negative, 
the photographer may have to 
labor prodigiously to achieve an | 
artistically satisfying result. 

I think that most people looking 





that many are worth buying for 
hcme display, for collecting, or for 
gifts. But the prints must be real- 
ly fine, well executed, and pre- 
sented with dignity. Unfortunate- 
ly, these standards are not always 
met in prints offered for sale at 
exhibition galleries. 

Moreover, one cannot overlook 
that a person considering the pur-

Caribou Scheduled 
For Spring Tests 


MSgt. CHARLES A. QUINN 


FORT BENNING, Ga. — The 
Army’s largest aircraft, the AC-1 
Caribou, has taken its place in 
Benning’s air traffic patterns in 
preparation for troop testing at 
the Infantry Center next spring. 

Four of the three-ton STOL 
(Short Take-Off and Landing) air- 
craft, assigned to Lawson Army 

Aviation Command’s Ist Aviation 
Co., have been in almost constant 
flight for the past few weeks, as 
unit pilots engage in their partic- 
ular phase of training. 

The ist is engaged in a 12-week 
training program, which will end 
with a five-day training test de- 
signed to insure individual and 
unit proficiency before the 60-day 
troop test scheduled to begin 15 
April. 

The Caribou is easily identi- 
fied in flight by its towering 
tail section, which juts up from 
its sharply angled rear fuselage. 
On the ground the tip of the 
fin reaches to a height of nearly 
38 feet. 

The big aircraft’s short take-off 
and landing capabilities permit 
operation from short unimproved 
air strips ‘in forward areas — and 


Chem. Corps 
Council Sits 
At McClellan 


FORT McCLELLAN, Ala. — The 
Army Chemical Corps Advisory 
Council recently held its semi-an-

Host for the group of top civilian 
scientists, representing industrial 
concerns and educational institu- 
tions across the nation, was the 
Chemical Corps Training Command. 

Eleven council members and com- 
mittee consultants were on hand, 
as well as some senior officers and 
civilian scientists of the Corps, 
headed by Maj. Gen. Marshall 
Stubbs, chief chemical officer, and 
Brig. Gen. Graydon C. Essman, 
commander, Army Chemical Cen- 
ter, Md. 

The council’s job is to advise the 
chief chemical officer on scientific 
and technical aspects of research, 
development, engineering and 
educational activities of the Corps. 
The group met in a closed—class- 
room sessions to discuss classified 
problems submitted to it during 
the year. 





are fast being learned through 
constant pilot practice. 

The Benning tests will be con- 
ducted by Caribou Test Head- 
quarters, according to Lt. Col. 
Edward M. Harrell, test executive 
and operations officer. They will 
be designed to show whether the 
Caribou can be maintained under 
field conditions, what its capabil- 
ity is in support of field Army 
units and the most suitable organ- 
ization to support the aircraft. 

During the spring test every 
possible “combat situation” 
which may be reproduced will 
be used, and the twin-engined 
Caribou will be literally “wrung 
out” in the gruelling research 
session, Harrell said. 

Primary mission of the big air- 
craft is to increase the combat 
capability of Army forces by pro- 
viding airlift to combat, combat 
support and logistical support ele- 
ments of the field Army, accord- 
ing to the test executive. 

Thirty-two combat equipped 
troops, or 24 fully equipped para- 
chutists, can be transported in 
the Caribou. Two quarter-ton ve- 
hicles can be driven into the 
cargo compartment and, for aero- 
medical evacuation, 14 standard 
Army litters may be installed, 
leaving space for eight ambulatory 
patients. 

This latest Army attempt to 
close the gap between the com- 
bat unit commander and his 
sources of supplies and person- 

nel replacements, and -to in- 
crease the battlefield mobility 
of his command, has called for 
months of planning by test per- 
sonnel in preparation for the 
“round-the-clock” action of the 
actual field test. 

The ist Aviation Co., to which 
the Caribou are assigned, is com- 
manded by Maj. Charles M.

In Sill’s Extension Courses 


FORT SILL, Okla.—More than 22,000 artillerymen are now enrolled in the extension 
courses program of the Artillery and Missile School. These self-study courses provide an 
effective progressive military education. This method of learning is of particular value 





to persons who are not able 
to attend a resident course 
and persons who-want to stay up- 
to-date in the artillery. The courses 
are conducted by mail at no cost 
to the student. 

Between World War I and 
World War II, extension courses 
provided the primary means by 
which a Reserve officer could 
maintain his military proficiency. 
There were a few of ac- 
tive duty, service school atten- 
dance was limited, and few organ- 
ized Reserve units were in exist- 
ence. The National Guard, because 
of its organized units and estab- 
lished drill periods, fared better. 
However, extension courses still 
played an important role in fur- 
thering the military education of 
the National Guard officer. 


Before World War II, many in- 
dividuals in both components ob- 
tained their commissions through 
extension course study. As a re- 
sult of their peacetime military ed- 
ucation, personnel of the reserve 
components comprised the major 
portion of the officers of the war- 
time Army.

SINCE War II, the position of 
world leadership acquired by the 
States, has made it necessary to 
maintain larger active and reserve 
armed forces. 

Organizational changes, new 
weapons and methods of employ- 
ment have increased training prob- 
lems, and because of the number 
of military personnel involved, 
resident schooling cannot be pro- 
vided for everyone. 

A solution to this schooling prob- 
lem lies in increased participation 
in the extension course program, 
which provides a means of keep- 
ing abreast of changes in weapons, 
doctrine and techniques. In addi- 
tion to furthering his individual

B= HOROWITZ, who writes a witty, and—ordinarily— 


sound column in another section of this newspaper, went 
out on a limb a few weeks ago. He declared in his column 
that women should not be allowed to vote—indicating that 
females have an odd view of politics which is not only il- 
logical, but should also be illegal.

tion to lend wings to the spirit 
and laughter to the soul. 

To vote for a man only because 
he is educationally qualified, or 
has executive ability, is like gaz- 
ing at the moon on a star-filled 
night and seeing only a barren 
sphere. Or like eating a juicy, red 
apple just for the food value. It’s 
just too sensible. 

A logical male, James Stephens, 
once wrote: “Women are wiser, 
because they know less but under- 
stand more.” 

Do you believe it? Then you are 
a woman!

Civil Service Notes 


Ike’s Tenure. 
Given Credit 
For Benefits 


By XAVIER BOYLE 


WASHINGTON — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower did a good 
job of strengthening the ca- 
reer civil service during his 
eight-year administration, ac- 
cording to the Civil Service 
Commission. 


Outstanding actions taken by the 
federal government from 1953 to 
1960 were described last week by 
5 CSC in a report to the Presi- 

ent. 


The report mentioned efforts to 
extend the career civil service, to 
expand and imprdve employment 
benefits and practices, to improve 
position classification and pay prac- 
tices, to make recruiting programs 
more effective, and to emphasize 
training and career development 
as significant advances during the 
Eisenhower administration. 


The report, signed by CSC 
Chairman Roger W. Jones, and 
Commissioners Barbara Bates Gun- 
derson and Frederick J. Lawton, 
stated, “. your personal lead- 
ership, interest and support were 
of first importance in accomplish- 
ing many of these improvements.” 

Extention of the competitive 
service to thousands of previously 
excepted jobs in foreign areas, in 
Alaska and on Guam was credited 
in the report with aiding recruit- 
ing efforts.

OTHER ADVANCES noted in the 
report were: 

@ Revision of the federal re- 
tirement system to give greatly 
liberalized benefits such as higher 
annuities, better provision for sur- 
vivor benefits, and greater allow- 
ances in disability cases. 

® Enactment of a group life in- 
surance program with the govern- 

ment sharing the cost. More than

@® The first government-wide 
legislation for training federal em- 
ployees in non-government institu- 
tions was approved. 

@ A new government-wide mer- 
it promotion program was put into 
operation.

Apparently, what 
was hoped for was a cross between a recoiless cannon and a

Criticism is widespread that the 
new ordnance is too heavy. After 
straining for

It has been that way since we 
swapped flintlocks for the percus- 


sion jobs; switched from .45 cal- 
iber to the .30; dropped the bolt 
action for the self-loader. When 


finally we change to weapons which 
fire nuclear rounds there will still | 
be dudes around who will beat the 
anvil chorus. 

THERE ISN’T anything basically 
wrong with the M-14 rifle. It is a 
good, a sturdy rifle. 

Memory spans the transition 
from the old bolt-action Spring- | 
field to the M-l. The groans which 
rent the heavens at that time, had 
they been accepted literally, would 
have persuaded the listener that 
the military was committing mass 
hara-kiri. The new rifle, according 
to the Old Guard, was inaccurate, 
unreliable, tended to over-heat, 
sometimes blew the .gas cylinder 
off the muzzle, could. not possibly 
be kept in ammuntion during com 
bat; was too heavy; too clumsy, un- 
necessarily complicated, would. not 
stand up under rough useage, con- 
tained too many parts, and most 
surely would be worse than useless 
under the rigorotis‘ climate ‘ of‘ the 
battlefield. Finally, and this was 
the real clincher, it would ruin all 
our carefully nurtured standards 
of marksmanship, tending to. de- 
velop a soldier who would spray 
the landscape with indiscriminate 
fire.

(Editor’s Note: The decision 
to which you refer was B-129511, 
dated 15 Nov. 1956 (36 Comp. 
Gen. 403). Information available 
at the Department of the Army 
does not indicate that a question 
of entitlement to mustering-out 
payment te such individuals has 
been submitted for ruling to the 
Comptroller General. 

As originally enacted, the sole 
Purpose of the Mustering-Out Pay- 
ment Act of 1944 was to assist 
those members who were com- 
pletedly separated from military 
service in making the transition 
to civilian life. Seetion 2 of that 
act was later amended by Section 
7 of the Voluntary Recruitment 
Act (58 Stat. 540), to provide that 
members of the Army who were 
discharged or released from ac- 
tive duty on or after 1 June 1945 
for the purpose of enlistment, re- 
enlistment, or appointment in the 
Regular Army, were entitled to 
mustering-out payment. Title V ef 
the Veterans’ Readjustment Assis- 
tance Act of 1952 provides for pay- 
ment under similar circumstances 
and for the same purposes. 

A person having any dual status 
such as described in your letter 
and who is released from active 
duty as a Reserve officer but con- 
tinues on active duty in his other 
military status, is not actually 


separated from active service and 


is not required to make the transi- 
tion back to civilian life. Also, 
since he already held the Regular 
Army warrant, it cannot be con- 
strued that he is being relieved 
from active duty as a Reserve 
officer for the purpose of appoint- 











ment in the Regular Army. There- 
fore, a member holding a dual | 
status is not entitled to mustering- | 
out pay when reverting from a| 
Reserve status to the Regular |

The number of vehicles repre- 
sented a 45 percent increase over 
1959, first year of Seaway opera- 
tions, and nearly tripled the unit 
volume of 1958. Savings on freight 
and shipping charges amounted to 
$153,720 for the 5229 vehicles 
routed through the Toledo port as 
compared to shipping through the 
Port of New York. The savings 
ranged from $8 per unit on ship- 
ments to India to $114 on vehicles 
going to Sweden.

Tenney Ross 


ARLINGTON, Va.—Burial serv- 
ices for Col. (Ret.) Tenney Ross, 
a veteran of the last Indian battle 
fought in the United States, were 
held 22 December in Arlington 
Cemetery. He was 89. 

The historic “last battle” was 
waged in October 1898 when Ten- 
ney, then a second lieutenant was 
assigned to the 3d Inf. at Fort 
Snelling, Minn. The Old Guard unit 
at the time was called to queli an 
uprising of a band of 200 Minnesota 
Chippewas who were encamped at 
Bear Island. The action was necess- 
ary because U.S. marshals called to 
the scene proved unequal to the 
task. 

The first group of a score of 3d 
Infantrymen called also needed 
some help so they called for rein- 
forcements and Co, E responded 
with Capt. Melville C. Wilkinson 
and Lt. Ross in command. In the 
fighting, the captain was killed, 
Ross took the command and later 
received the Silver Star for gallan- 
try in action. 

He later saw action in the Philip- 
pines, and was on the general 
staff in Washington before and af- 
ter World War I. He was retired 
in 1937. 

He is survived by a daughter, 
Betty, and two sisters, Mildred V. 
Ross and Georgette R. Howard. 
His son, Brig. Gen. Lewis Tenney 
Ross, died two years ago,

Civilians, Army and Navy 
Join to Aid San Blas Kids 


FORT CLAYTON, C. Z. — Chil- 
dren of the San Blas Islands have 
no shortage of text books in their 
schools these days, thanks to the 
combined efforts of San Francisco 
citizens, the U.S. Army Inter 
American Geodetic Survey (IAGS) 
and the U.S. Navy. 

A visitor to the San Blas Islands 
is impressed by the primitive life 
there. Their thatched roofed huts 
are constructed with the neigh-| 
bors’ help, just as the “house rais- 


ings” of our frontier days were} 


carried out. Their food consists of 
fish that the menfolk catch from 
the little cayucos (canoes) they 
carve from tree trunks, and corn 
and other vegetables they grow on 
the mainland. 

However, far from being care- 
free, the islanders are serious 
people, who realize that an educa- 
tion is necessary for their children. 
With the aid of the government 
of the Republic of Panama and mis- 
sionaries of the Baptist church, 
they have schools on many of the 
larger islands. All the children on 
these islands attend, and others 
from the smaller islands commute 
in cayucos.

Reenlistment Bonus 
Errors Continue 


WASHINGTON — A circular 
(35-19) warning Army unit finance 
and accounting officers that “there 
continues to be a high error rate” 
in the payment of reenlistment 
bonuses was issued this week. 

It added that “it is imperative 
that preventive measures’ be 
taken.” 

Reenlistment bonus payments, it 
was said, are governed by AR 
37-104. Many errors’ occur in 
computation of years of service, 
and computation of the bonus at a 
rate other than the monthly basic 
pay. Some finance officers also have 
made errors in disregarding the 
$2000 maximum payment entitle 
ment. 
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
